Canada 


Ottawa, Aug. 12.—The Census Bul 
letin shows that the conditions of field | 
crops in Canada this year have heen | 
greatly modified hy temperature and | 
rainfall, and that between the east and 
the west it is hardly possible to make 
a statement of averages that will not 
be misleading. In the eastern prov- 
inces growth has been uniformly good | 
throughout July, and the percentages 
of condition have been high for every 
crop; but in extensive tracts of the 
northwest provinces drouth has pre 
vailed and crops are reported in every 
stage of condition, The norheriy | 
parts of these provinces have been 
largely exempt from the drouth, ana 
there the per cent. conditions are | 
high. It is difficult to indicate fairly | 
an average of conditions for the east | 
and west which docs not take accouns

nore than passing interest to observe 
that a movement such as that  insti- 
tuted by General Baden-Powell has

‘The explanation lies in the personal. 
ity of the man behind the movement, 
Bauden-Powell declared at the outset 
that the underlying idea of the Boy 
Scout training was the making of bet- 
ter citizens. He does not aim to make 
soldiers of the boys, but he does aim to 
culivate ao spirit: of <elf-reianee, and 
aun ability to take care of one’s self un 
der iiinost any circumstances, 
Whether at home or in the field. The 
training of the boys does not inter. 
fere with their studies or their work. 
It is done outside of school or work 
hours, and is designed to be so inter. 
esting that it will take the place of 
aimless play or harmful loafing. Gen. 
eral Baden-Powell is being taken at 
his word. The movement has general 
aud popular support, and tradesmen 
and professional mien are willingly do- 


ing their part by imparting to the 
boys a working knowledge of such 
parts of their business as will help 


them in qualifving as seouts and all- 
round handy men, 

General Baden-Powell is among the 
most popular of the military heroes of 
the empire, He is one of the men who 
have done things, a warrior of a dis- 
tinet type who has never been found 
by book precedent, and whe has gone 
into the flell and beaten Matabele and 
Boer at their own game. This master 
scout bus outscouted the savaves and 
the born plainsmen. His achievement 
at Mafeking touched popular senti- 
tent as did possibly no other inei- 
dent in the Boer War.
